_| articlés that classical education in China is 
faulty in. its relations to’ teachers, pupils, 
geience, and society, It knows nothing of 
teaching as a specialty, a profession, a call- 
ing:talt neither inspires nor satisfies in the 
pupila cravirig for truth, It makes no effort 
to disprove error, establish truth, or add to 
the sum total of human knowledge. It 
undertakes to edticate, not in the interests of 
| socicty, but of a class, It does not recog: 
nize the right of society to ‘be instructed, 
and so society. suffers.. The prevailing 
spirit of Chinese scholarship is, in its unpro- 
gressiveness, its insincerity, its arrogance ; 
the direct opposite of what the scholarly’ 
spirit should: be. Defective as it is the’ 
system is at least better than none at all, but 
the narrowness of its application to the needs’ 
of society is deplorable. It is admirably 
adapted to the support .of despotism ; for it 
offers the most attractive reward to talent to 
enlist in the service of an absolute govern- 
ment, and it pushes the masses of the people 
‘| back into the gloom of hopeless ignorance. 
‘The scheme is-adapted to train in one direc- 
tion only, and, that is to impress men with 
the duty of supporting the State and to‘quali-.
